Clarke enrollment breaks records 


The 1996 fall enrollment figures at 
Clarke mark the ninth consecutive year of 
increases and another record enrollment. 
This fall’s total enrollment is 1082, a 5 
percent increase from last year’s, which 
was 1030. 

Full-time enrollment has increased 6 
percent since last year and the total num- 
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ber of credit hours has.increased 7 percent. 

The number of first year students has 
increased by 17 percent, with 55 percent 
of these students ranking in the top 25 per- 
cent of their high school graduating class- 
es. Their average high school grade point 
was 3.34 and their average ACT score was 
24. 


Almost 11 percent of Clarke’s tradi- 
tional-age students are American minori- 
ties or international students. 

The numbers this year account for a 26 
percent increase since 1986, when enroll- 
ment was its lowest since the fire of 1984. 

“We're very proud of our success in 
enrollment,” says Clarke College

U.S. News and World Report has 
named Clarke to its list of the top 34 
Midwestern liberal arts colleges in the 
United States in the magazine’s publica- 
tion, America’s Best Colleges 1997. 

Clarke is listed in the top tier of 136 
Midwestern liberal arts colleges which 
were ranked in four tiers and listed alpha- 
betically within each group. Inclusion in 
the first tier is based on its overall scores 
in the U.S. News Survey.

“] heard about the workshop from 
Vladislov Blaha

cheaper in the 
Czech republic 
compared to 
about $1500 for

was $170 for the hotel, concerts, lectures, 
and food for a week,” Tom Nauman, a 
classical guitar major, said. 

Nauman said the workshop was locat- 
ed in the small town of Rychnov nad 
Kneznou. He said the town was 100 
miles east of Prague with a population of 
around 10,000. 

In addition to getting the opportunity 
to go to the Czech republic, he said the 
workshops, concerts, and other events 
were very interesting. Nauman said there 
were five concerts given by guitar mas- 
ters. 

He said the guitarists were from all 
different nations and played guitars from 
the Baroque to the 20th century era.
